Wickersham Files Government's Reply 


To Tobacco Trust's Reorganization Plan; 
Asks Time to Make a Thorough Test 


Attorney General Would Put Plan Into Op- 


eration, but Give Uncle Sam Five Years in 
Which to Request Further Relief Should 
It Not Accomplish Purpose Intended.

-\KW YORK, Oct. 30—The answer of Attorney General Wickersham to the 


pjan of dissolution and reorganization of the American Tobacco company and 
co-defendants to -the government's anti-trust suit wa« filed here today in the 
circuit court of the United States for the'southern district of New York. 


The attorney general, after referring to the directions of the supreme court 


to restore competitive conditions, s^ys: "Obviously the effect of any plan of dis- 
integration submitted to the consideration of this court must lie more or less a 
matter of conjecture, and it is impossible for the .court to determine in ad- 
vance whether or not 11 plan which proposes to restore competitive 
conditions 


will actually accomplish the purpose intended. Any decree ascertaining and de- 
termining upon a plan should therefore reserve to the government the right, at 
any time, within five years from date of entry, to apply to the court for Other or 
further relief upon a showing that, as a matter of fact, such plan has not re- 
sulted in creating a-new condition which shall be honestly in harmony with 
and not repugnant to the law. 


-"To that end, as well as for other purposes as hereinafter expressed, each 


nnd every one of the new corporations proposed to be organized for the purpose 
of carrying cut the plan should be brought in as a party to this-suit in order to 
be subjected to the jurisdiction of the court and bound by its decree.''

Orient. China bos been making progress. 
Hust two years ago this month were in- 
Btltut«d the provincial assemblies, repre- 
senting the first step toward popular 
rovemment in the empire's history of 


of years. 


Mffny ohnnges hare been made during 


he last few years which have been t»b- 
Eteted ta the columns of the press under 
rooh headlines as "China's Unrest," "The 
Lw»Jcwihig in China," etc. All have gone 
b show gradual progress in the thought 
tf tho nation. 


'. To many the present revolution, dif- 
ering »» it do«« from the massacres and 
arueltiea of the paet, moans tho complete 
enovation of tho oldest and moat popu- 
OU3 of cmpirea. Political agitation is 
jften superficial and temporary, but this 
evolution hns its foundations in sub- 
:eiranoon forces of vast fiornent. Un- 
ter this movement is a deep motive— the 
yusting of the Manctu dynasty from the 
jhioese tbrooa, and the eBtabfishment of 


order. 


It bu been apparent for years that 


*e lenders of Chinese thought and ac- 
tion have been striving to 
break 
tho 


jonds of OrtentcJ custom and reBtrio- 
&on — to break with the past and seek 


life and vigor in the adoption of 


»«8tern ideas. 
The patriotism which 


locompaniss this revolutionary move- 
ment may be questioned by soone, yet 
bhero are many who bcliove that the 
tevolt la not marked by the eelfishnasi 
ibf leaders as havo been many of th« 
past. This patriotism will

breadth and intelligence as the battlo

The revolutionary leaders arc demand-

iBut, ore the Chinese people ready for

bets—all in all he received .nearly $150,- 
000. 
But in the purse alone Mr. John- 


son received for about an hour's work, 
the sum of $83,000, The hourly income 
of John D. Rockefeller is placed at less 
than $4,000, or something like one-six- 
teenth of the reward of 'this pugilist. 
The Czar of Russia is said to receive 
$?,105 every sixty minutes; Caruso gets 
$CCO and KinS George gets $270 for the 
same period. And Mr. Johnson, cham- 
pion prize fight artist of the world, re- 
ceived' all this in one hour, to say noth- 
ing of the motion picture 
rights, 
the 


vaudeville contracts, etc. 


These are figures which make even 


multimillionaires take notice. It seems 
that the rewards of pugilism have raised 
the game to the dignity of high finance. 


WHY NOT BUSINESS METHODS 


The new official 
school 
directory 


*-aioh recently came from the -press re- 
veals the fact that nearly -half of the 
free high school teaching force of Wis- 
consin changes each year. 
The report 


Shows that there are 300 free four-year 
high' schools in the state. Of these 291 
were %! operation lost year, and H'O of 
th'eni-have new principals this year; that 
is, over forty per cent of the high schools 
of the -state made changes in the prin- 
cipalnhip. This means that the average 
term of -service of a principal in any 
one high school is about two and 
a 


kalf years. 


Of the 1,486 assistants in the 
tign 


schools last year 549 have not returned 
to their former positions this year—apx 
proximately 37 per cent, thus making 
the average term of service of a high 
school assistant in any one school about 
2.7 years. 


H seems that these figures betoken a 


degree of instability In the high school 
teaching force which speaks in for the 
general welfare of the institutions. Fre- 
quent changes operate to reduce effic- 
iency. 


A manufacturing plant which would 


change its management force of work- 
ers ae often as the average hig-h school 
changes its teaching 
staff would 
be 


doomed to sink in the whirlpool of 
competition.

The Wisconsin legislature in 1911 pass- 


ed a law placing a heavy penalty upon 
owners of unguarded corn shredders. 
These owners not only may be fined, but. 
in addition they' are denied the defense 
of contributory negligence in case of a 
lawsuit growing out of an injury to an 
employe." This means that, no matter if 
the injured person was careless, he can 
get damages from his employer for in- 
jury. 


Under the law it is the duty of every 


person urfng corn shredding or husking 
machines, to equip, the machine with 
safety w oniamatic feeding dovicce for 
protecting from accident by the juiapping 
rollers, husking rollers and nhrcdding 
knives. 


This duty is absolute. It is not 


enough to exercise "ordinary" care. 


It is the duty of the Industrial com- 


mission to'enforce this law. The pen- 
alty is $25 to $100 for each offense. 


The corn shredder law (section 1033- 


131 to ISC) prohibits the sale of shred- 
ders which are not fitted with "safety 
or automatic feeding devices." The law 
also penalizes any person operating or 
maintaining an unguarded ^machine. 


Violations of this law are to be pun- 


ished by fines of from $25 to $100. .- 


The farmer is conferring a favor upon 


himself in fulfilling the provisions of this 
beneficial statute. Accidents may occur; 
they seem unavoidable under modern 
farm conditions; but the farmer shoud 
not allow carelessness, or negligence to 
be partial cause of accident.

It seems to be 
more or less genera!. Some are in a 
more disgusting state .than others but 
all need improvement and need it bad- 
ly.It is presumed that had knowledge of 
these conditions reached the local health- 
officials, the evils would have been rem- 
edied.

disgraceful to the city and a menace to 
public health, but they work harm to 
the reputation of the city.

derlying virtue of the commission form 
of government for municipalities. 


"Experiments have been made as to 


the- character of the best municipal gov- 
ernment. I think the general tendency 
of the modern view is that the munici- 
pal government is best, at least for cit- 
ies of any- considerable si/e, which fixes 
the responsibility on one or a very small 
bodv of men, and makes them answer to 
thc'wholc people of the city for the ef- 
ficiency of the government." 


That seems to put the proposition in 


| a .nutshell. 
Municipal'management is 


the people's business and they have the 
right to conduct it and know how it is 
baing conducted. They have the same 
rights in the city as the stockholder has 
in the corporation. They have the right 
to appoint their municipal business man- 
agers. They have the right to hold' 
•them personally responsible and to dis- 
charge them if they wish. 


That is the general 
principle upon 


which our government was founded—the 
right of the people to govern themselves. 
The proposition of the commission form- 
of government is that tho people shall 
govern themselves in a less cumbersome 
and more efficient manner.which shall at 
the same time render tho institutions, of 
government ..more responsive to the pub- 
lic will. 


Therein lies the virtue of the commis- 


sion form.

Just what is the explanation of 
the 


spread of the peculiar disease, cannot be 
told. 
At the outbreak, the legislature 


refusing to establish a Pasteur institute, 
treatment was commenced at the state 
hygienic laboratory. 
Onc little Indian 


girl, bitten in the'face, is the only one 
of tho 200 thus far treated, who failed 
to recover, so the death rate is low from 
rabies in the state. Sonic of the cases 
treated were from bites by doga, otners 
by cats, horses and a few by human be- 
iuga. 


Dr. II. P. Rav«nal, director of the hy- 


gienic laboratory at Madison, is quoted 
with having said that the principal nec- 
essary steps in the control of rabies are 
the enforcement of a dog tax, the de- 
struction of stray dogs, the enforcement 
of tho muzzle and leash, and strict quar- 
antine for a period of ninety days of all 
doga exposed to rabies. 


The suggestions arc timely. While it 


has been demonstrated that.rabies may 
be prevented or cured, tho best means of 


dwellers in cities and tovrns with a pop- 
ulation of 2,500 or more as urban and 
all others as rural. A study of census 
figures shows that more than half of the 
people of this country arc rural.

some instrument for finding out what 
those facts are.

"A tariff board or commission was sug- 


gested of five men who were to have the 
authority to summon^ witnesses and to 
go into the question' of each schedule, 
and the proposition was that it should:

dent. It wont through the house by a 
vote almost unanimous, at least by .a 
very large vote of both parties. It got 
into the senate and finally passed the 
senate, nnd then with an amendment 
providing for confirmation by tho sen- 
ate, of the appointees. 
Then it went 


back to the house and there on tho last 
day of the session, on the 4th of March, 
it was defeated by a filibuster. Tho 
amendment was not concurred in and the 
bill failed.

Another amendment came from e. sena- 
tor that came from a cotton state. He 
was afraid the cutting of the 
cotton 


schedule would not go well wiih his con- 
stituents. They said all right, we will 
out down for you cotton machinery from 
45 percent to 20 percent and ve will en- 
able you to go to your constituents and 
say we have cut 'down your bleaching 
powder and coloring matter.
